No Sound Grounds 
For Sales Tax 

The recent Social Credit convention tinkered with 
the proposal for a sales tax in Alberta, passed a resolu¬ 
tion against it and then reversed itself. The main argu¬ 
ment for such a tax was that thousands of non¬ 
property owners escape property taxes and hence do 
not contribute their share to municipal finances. 

But is that argument soundly based? House 
rentals in the cities, at least, and in most towns and 
villages, are very high. The lessors see to it that taxes 
are calculated in the rental return, so the rentors cer¬ 
tainly pay taxes. The same situation prevails with 
room and hotel rentals, particularly in the cities. 

If a sales tax is imposed to catch the non-property 
owners, it will also snatch the property owners. There 
is no positive assurance that property taxes will be 
lowered. The appetites of all taxing authorities, from 
the smallest to the highest, seems insatiable. A sales 
tax will be felt by. all, and particularly the poorer 
people. 

In this rich province, where our government has 
taken in $700 mililon from the oil development since 
the Leduc discovery, and where it paid $10 million or 
more for magnificient auditoriums- in Edmonton and 
Calgary, and handed out $11 million or thereabouts 
as a gift to over 500,000 people, there is no excuse 
whatever for the imposition of a sales tax.

Feeling was strong at the meet¬ 
ing for the Government to pay 
farmers for grain storage instead 
of nil to the elevator companies. 
The grain companies are making a 
big‘haul out of storage and the 
worst of it is it is the farmers who 
pay the biggest shot bn this. The 
farmer that raises a good crop has 
to build storage for it and can't 
even get paid for it.

The Fire Commissioner is appointed by the Provincial Secretary. He is in charge 
of that Branch of the Department which administers the Fire Prevention Act and 
The Lightning Rod Act. The Fire Commissioner's Branch is well qualified in all phases 
of fire prevention and control. The inspection staff has experience and knowledge 
which is available to all Municipal Fire Chiefs throughout the province, if required. 
The assistance of the Department is especially beneficial to the volunteer fire 
brigades in smaller communities. The branch provides an educational program 
designed to familiarize firemen with the latest methods of fire fighting. Fire Preven¬ 
tion films are shown at meetings of interested local groups as well. Inspections’of 
buildings are also regularly carried out in cq-operation with the local fire depart¬ 
ment. Investigation into the origin and, circumstances of fires frequently provides 
information which the Department finds valuable for fire prevention. Hpspitals, 
schools and other public institutions are inspected for fire hazards and any necessary 
changes ordered for protection of life and property. 

The proper means of storage and handling of explosives and flammable materials 
is also controlled. The public is the most important ally of the inspectors in their 
endeavour to reduce the incidence of fire. It is essential that individuals inspect their 
own property for fire hazards. The Department provides a safety check list for 
property owners who wish to make this inspection oHheir property. Use the coupon 
on this page to obtain your copy. Specify "Safety Check List". The Fire Com¬ 
missioner and his staff stand ready to give advice and assistance in co-operation 
with the local fire department, to make your community as safe from fire as 
possible.
